He has edited a college sheet, and has done 
lay-out work, but he wants the practical first-hand experience that 
comes only from working on a paper. He has been reading the RE-

speech we are indeed fortunate tc have Ed Smith giving us any time 
he can for the month of May. 


Sounds Like A Lark 


It is human nature to enjoy boasting of narrow escapes. Death 
takes a swipe—his sythe misses and we say “as good as a mile”. 
Though scared stiff at the time, looking back upon a close call it 
becomes something to recount. It seems to imply a rating of magical 
protection—of being a favorite of Fate. 

This narrating of narrow escapes is a juvenile impulse never 
outgrown, so certainly the young can not be blamed for indulging. 
Yet we find something significant in the trivial account of the double 
somersault taken by a car holding five Menlo College students on 
their way south to a wedding, as reported in the school paper “Oak 
and Acorn”. It indicates the frivolous attitude of youth “toward 
traffic perils, even when automobile accidents are killing more Amer- 
icans each year than were killed in World War II. Certainly some- 
body was driving too fast for that time and that place. We quote 
the second paragraph in the article headed “Hall Wedding”: 

“Following along on Thursday were DeLap, Gibson, Miratti, 
Deaton and DeMott. Unfortunately, the boys struck a greasy should- 
er and sailed over an embankment, doing a double somersault. Var- 
jous casualties were suffered, DeLap coming out of it with a minor 
brain concussion, and Gibson suffering from a dislocated shoulder. 
The exact status of DeMott’s neck is, as we go to press, unknown. 
DeLap returned to school on Monday, not much the worse for his 
days in the Santa Barbara hospital.” 


Fats Still Needed 


There is never a week that mail for the RECORDER does not 
include a plea for the further saving of used fats. 

In a meeting before the Association of Agricultural Extension 
Editors, Roy W. Peet, chairman of the American Fat Salvage Com— 
tee, reviewed the fat salvage program’s fifty-five months of opera- 
tion, and explained that due to the world-wide shortage of fats and 
oils no improvement in the domestic situation is expected before 
the end of the year. 

The report continues, “Consumers in the United States could use 
one billion pounds more fats and oils in 1947 than will be available. 
At present it looks as though only 15 percent of that amount will be 
supplied by the salvaging of used kitchen grease.” 

Perhaps Menlo housewives who have neglected the saving Of fats 
will again begin the practice, which really is not too troublesome, 
and will help all of us in the long run.

Some aspects of the telephone 
workers’ strike set it definitely apart 
from the general run of Labor-Man- 
agement conflicts which have pla- 
gued and damaged this country al- 
most beyond computation since the 
shooting wars came to an end. It 
is not just another struggle for dom- 
ination between a small group of 
financially and 
politically power- 
ful industrialists 
and a mass of 
highly- regiment— 
ed, boss-dominat- 


ployee; a desper- 
ate “We-might- 
as—well-have-i t — 
out-for-keeps” battle with no holds 
barred between representatives of 
: two factions which practically con— 
trol this country between them. 


' So far dishonors seem to be a— 
bout equal. The telephone organi- 
zation, for instance, has advertised, 
with astonishing candor, in the 
| daily press that, if the strikers win, 
it will cost each subscribed $45 more 
a year. This, I believe, is the first 
time a big corporation has publicly 
announced that any increase in the 
wages of its employes will come, 
not out of its profits, but directly 
from the pocket of Joe Doakes. 
Strikers have not only threaten— 
ed but committed sabotage and de- 
liberate service obstruction; they 
have carried placards and shouted 
invectives denouncing and defying 


the judgment of civil courts; they | 


have resorted even to the time-worn 
and almost exclusively Communist— 
ic trick of asserting that a police— 
man knocked down a woman and 
kicked her while she lay uncon- 
scious—a brutality no American 
crowd would brook and for which 
the offender, policeman or civilian, 
would be instantly and terribly pun— 
ished, by witnessing bystanders. 

Popular feeling, nevertheless, fa- 
vors the young women of the 
switchboard, who are comparatively 
underpaid, and disapproves of an 
employer group which seems arro- 
gant and unco_operative in the field 
of collective bargaining. This atti- 
tude has doubtless been stiffened by 
the voluntary offer of strikers to 
accept half of their original demand 
in wages, a gesture which the Tele- 
phone Company, undoubtedly, and, 
perhaps, rightly, construes as a 
breakdown in striker morale. 

Possibly, before this appears in 
print, a settlement may be effected. 
If so, I hope it is a just one which 
will allay some of the bitterness the 
struggle has engendered, because the 
precedent it establishes could have 
repercussions for years to come. If 
A. T. & T. wins hands down, a de— 
feated segment of Labor may go 
underground and out of that exped- 
ient nothing but evil can come as 
recent years have demonstrated. 
And if triumphant strikers cause a 
monopolistic utility to pick the pub- 
lic pocket by way of redeeming its 
losses, there will be even more of a 
devil to pay. 

It is a critical period in labor re- 
lations. I hope both sides will have 
the intelligence to recognize that 
fact and not fly stupidly or want— 
only in the face of Providence. 


Your City’s Business

The Planning Commission some 
monihs ago undertook to revise our 
zoning ordinances and bring them 
upto date. It was recognized as we 
annexed new territory which was to 
be subdivided and built to modern 
standards that new zones must be 
created which would permit what is 
actually desirable practice. In our 
best residentiai zone, for instance, 
the front line set-back is forty feet. 
With the present tendency toward. 
wide lots to accommodate the ranch 
house type of home, the depth of 
the 16,00 square foot lot automati- 
cally shrinks, (Compare, for in— 
stance, the 93 x 107 foot lots in the 
new Rosefield Tract with the 71 x 
150 lots in nearby A zones.) With 
the accent also on outdoor living in 
the rear yards, it seems wasteful of 
space to insist on the forty-foot 
front yard to the detriment of the 
rear yard space. For this reason 
the Planning Commission is recom. 
mending a twenty-foot front set— 
back line in the principal single- 
family dwelling zones. Of course, 
where the zone is an old one where 
a substantial number of houses have 
already been built to the old set- 
back line, no change would be made.

The Planning Commission further 
noted that no provision has been 
made for zones requiring more than 
10,000 square foot lot size, although 
along Valparaiso Avenue and be— 
tween Valparaiso and Santa Cruz 
there is a considerable area that is 
developed in substantially larger lot 
sizes, and where the evident desire 
of the residents is to retain the pres_ 
ent character of the development. 
The Commission, therefore, is re- 
commending the establishment of a 
new zone that would require a min— 
imum lot size of 20,000 square feet. 

Another recommendation is that 
newly annexed areas that are now 
agricultural, or which should be 
privileged to conduct agricultural 
activities for the present, be given 
an agricultural zoning with a pre— 
fix that indicates the type of zon- 
ing which is to be effective as to 
any residential, commercial or in- 
dustrial development which may 
later take place. 

There would be four single-fam-— 
ily dwelling zones in the city com- 
pared with the present six. RIA 
would provide for. 20,000 square foot 


lot minimums, R1B for 10,000, Rie) 


for 7,500, and R1D for 5,000.

J. William Ryan of the Menlo 
Park Hardware commented, “When 
a merchant has kept his selling 
prices down to reasonable profit 
basis, he should not need to apolo- 
gize to his customers by offering 
them a temporary discount. 


“T believe that any substantial and 
permanent price reductions must 
Start with the manufacturer, where 
the basic price originates.”
